Enquiries show that Baron von Zadoff resigned 
the presidentship of the Orenburg Cossack Union in consequence 
of the expulsion from that body of six members who, contrary to 
orders, attended the Ball organized by the Shendrikoff Cossacks, 
a rival organization. Baron von Zadoff considers that the 
drastic action taken against these men for a trivial offence 
proves the existence of spirit of into ence among the members of 
the committee which will eventually lead to dissension. 


As he does not wish to have his name associated with such 


trouble, he felt that he nad better sever his connection with 


the Union and submitted his resignation. 
‘The Orenburg Cossacks are now seeking a new 
President, and a further report will be submitted when they 


have found one.

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Enquiries go to show that the New Orenburg Cossack 
Club, of which Baron Von Zadoff is President, is situated at 
No. 315 Rue Bourgeat, and its membership consists of forty 
three Cossacks. These, with few exceptions, are employed in 


positions which in the majority of cases were secured for them 


| by Mr. Dolgorukoff of the Hérse Bazaar. The latter, who is 


patron of the organization, has for several years promoted 
charitable enterprises for the benefit of Cossacks. 

Enquiries indicate that the members of the 
Orenburg Cossack Club were formerly connected with the Cossack 
groups headed by Borodine and Shendrikoff, but broke away 
because they objected to alleged vwiciousness in the habits 
of other members of these organizations. Drunkenness, 
quarrelling and political discussions are prohibited in the 
mew club which cleims to have been formed to provide Cossacks 
with a place where they can meet to discuss matters of common 
interest, and where men temporarily unemployed can be accommo- 
dated. The membership is strictly confined to Cossacks of 
"White”™ opinions and special precautions are taken to prevent 
"reds" from obtaining admission. Avoidance of interference 


in political matters is, nevertheless, part of the policy of the 


clube The organization is maintained by a fee of SO cents 
per month collected from the members and subsidies provided by 
Mr. Dolgorukoff, Mr. Morris and Mr. Olsen. 

The Orenburg Cossack Club seems to be a deserving 
institution, but as it is located in French Concession, there 
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does not exist, I respectfully submit, any valid reason why 
it should be recognized by the Municipal Bouncil of the 
Settlement.

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fhe Union is being created with the object of mutual material and 
eo sepeors among Orenbourg Cossacks. - It does not pursue poli- 
is e s. 


With a view of attaining such object, the Union will get into touch 
with Russian (Non-Bolshericks) and Foreign enterprises as well as 


with individuals trying every possible way to provide employment 
for its Members. It wi watch those Members already employed that 


they carry out their duties carefully ana satisfectorily. 


The Union, as a body, has its home, which serves as a place of re- 
creation and meeting to its Members, and to those Members as may be 
without work and means - as a shelter. 


Eligible to Membership of the Union are besides Orenbourg Cossacks 
all Rus:ian Emmigrants and foreigners who have rendered a substan- 
tial service to the Union. - Women cannot become Members of the 


Union. 


Bolshevicks cannot become Members of the Union, neither can any 
person sywpathizing the "Reds." 

Eve -y Member pays a monthly fee of not less than MB 0.50 to the 
funds of t::.e Union against a receipt of the Treasurer. Foreigners 
pay not less than M$ 50.00 per mensem. The first Membership fee 
4s due as from -January ist, 1926. 


hose who have no means nor employment are exempt from payment 

of the Membership fee. 

Those who desire to become Members of the Union after its opening 
cs aes were not inolined to do so theretofore pay an entrance fee 
° 00. 


On2iy such Members as are Orenbourg Cossacks are eligible to the 
Management of the Union. 


The Management ‘of the Union consists of: 


(a) fhe President, whose duty is the general direction of 
the Union's affairs and the superintendence of its

(bd) The Treasurer, who is also Secretary, is in charge of 
receipt, safekeeping and aisburseme:it of monies ( the 
latter only by order of the President) and maintains 
the accounts and conducts correspondence etc.; 


(a) Two Syndici of the Union, who are part of the Mans gemnt 
for solving any kind of questions. 


fhe Management can be summoned by the President, or in cases of 
emergency, by a notification of one of the Members of the Mam gement. 
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The atireeeeuaiaits of monies, the admittance or elimination of 
Members, as well as any other important questions which may crop 
up, are solved by the Management and fixed by decisions. 


For the purpose of checking over property ( taking inventory) and 
audit of funds, s Committee of Controllers will be elected, con- 


sisting of three Members, vis: one President and two 


Members of 


Committee. Such examinations are to be effected semi-annually 
and annually. The results of these examinations are to be fixed

Subsequently 
she was employed by the Amcrican Trecing Company for a period of 
seven months and was Jiseharged from that firma owing to cutting 
down staff. He then secured employment with the Truscon Steel 
Co. Ltd, ut tras also <ischur about three weeks ago, since

At present Baron Zedoff is 
without ermplojynient. He came to Shunghai three years ago via
